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The City and County needed a health depart- 
ment. Both joined forces to form the Wasatch 
City/County Health Department. The office has 
been shifted around, in search of a home. Now the 
new building is under construction. 

The new City/County Health Department is an 
organization formed to provide health services 
otherwise not found in the county. The new 
building under construction on First South, will 
give the department much needed new space. 

When the County came before the city to ask 
that the building be annexed into the city to allow 
for a lower connection fee, they were asked what 
type of a benefit this annexation would have for 
the city. 

Wasatch County Commissioners recently sign- 
ed a resolution to get the New Health Building an- 
nexed into the Heber Valley Special Service 
District. By having the district include the 
building would be able-to hook onto the service 
district rather- than: install .a. septic. tank sewage: 
system. 

If the building is allowed to hook on, outside of 
the city limits on its own, the county will have to 
pay one-and-a-half times the hookup fee. Also, 
they will be required to pay 11⁄2 the monthly ser- 
vice cost. 

Sometimes it appears that the city and county 
forget who they really are employed by. The city 
benefits from the new building as much as the 
county. The hookup fee should be paid, granted, 
but wouldn’t it benefit the people to allow the 
building to be annexed to the city to pay a lower 
hookup and monthly service charge, which would 
save us, the citizens of the county money? 

Don’t think of what the benefits will be to the 
city or county, but to the people that you are 
working for. City and County Governments are 
organized to provide services, at a low and 
beneficial cost to everyone within their boun- 
daries.
